Although the Amended Brief does now indicate paragraph numbers, as well as line numbers of the instant 
Specification generally corresponding to and supporting the claimed subject matter for independent claims 1 and 21. 
this remains insufficient. 

The Brief must also directly refer to page, paragraph and line number, of the instant Specification, corresponding 
and correlating with each, separate limitation or method step/function of each independent claim (claims 1 and 21) and 
also for each dependent claim argued separately (claims 6,9 and 14). A side-by-side correlation of specific claim 
limitations and supporting text of the instant Specification, or the eguivalent, is suggested, for each of claims 1,6,9,14 
and 21. ~ 

In particular, no page, paragraph number and line of the instant Specification providing support for the subject 
matter of dependent claims 6.9 and 14. concerning additional limitations of wall/rotor spacing, solution ports being 
coaxial and solution comprising an emulsion, respectively, could be found in the Brief. 

In addition, it remains unclear at where in the instant Specification, support is for the added limitation of claim 21 
concerning core and shelll structure of precipitated particles. 
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
